A MULTI-MILLION pound 
scheme to transform Stour¬ 
bridge will be sent to the 
Secretary of State after resi¬ 
dents have given their views 
on the blueprint plans. 

Publication of the Stour¬ 
bridge Area Action Plan was 
agreed at a full meeting of 
Dudley Council this week. 

A period of public consul¬ 
tation will be carried out 
until November 12 for resi¬ 
dents to have their say on 
the scheme. 

And it is hoped the plan 
will be formally adopted at 
the end of 2013 to guide 
inward investment to the 
town centre well into the 
next decade. 

Traders, developers and 
councillors helped to draw 
up the plan which includes 
proposals for new shops, 
offices and homes along with 
improvements to transport 
routes for all and better 
public spaces. 

Any suggestions made will 
then be considered and 
minor changes made to the 
document by council officers 
before it is sent to the Secre¬ 
tary of State early next year. 

Making improvements to 
the look of the town’s ring 
road is also being seen as 
important to the future 
prosperity of the town to 
drawn in new businesses. 

New pathways for visitors 
to the River Stour and 
pedestrian crossing points 
on parts of the ring road 
would also be created.

TRAFFIC WARDENS

The council says a shortage of enforcement officers means out- 
of-town regions, including the roads around Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital, have been overlooked. 

But now five staff will be recruited in the coming weeks, in addition to 
the 14 that are already employed by the authority.

Russell Curtis, KFC restaurant manager 
in Kingswinford, said: “We had a good 
number of positions going for restaurants in 
this region.” 

The two KFC outlets in the centre are 
looking for at least 18 new staff over the 
Christmas period. 

Black Country Skills Shop manager Tina 
Dazell said she was pleased with the 
turnout. 

She said: “Many people are keen to get a 
job and this fair hopefully helped them. 

“We have a good range of jobs to suit 
anyone. 

“I also hope there will be more jobs 
coming up in the next few weeks.” 

Jobseekers at the fair were given a list of 
jobs available and introduced to some 
employers. 

They were shown how to apply for posi¬ 
tions and given tips on how to improve their 
CVs.

None in Byron Street 
and Vicarage Road. 

Councillor Foster said: “Enforcement 
resources have been very thinly spread and 
the priority points were busy areas in town 
centres and other areas such as Russells 
Hall have suffered.”

Final farewell as vicar retires 


Treasurer 
at church 
jailed for 
five years 

AN accountant who volun¬ 
teered as treasurer of a 
church and charity in Stour¬ 
bridge has been jailed for 
stealing £525,000. 

Stephen Methuen was 
jailed for five years for the 
acts of fraud, which he com¬ 
mitted while volunteering as 
treasurer for both Amble- 
cote Christian Centre, of 
which he was a member, and 
the Christian International 
Relief Mission. 

But over a six-year period, 
he stole an estimated 
£400,000 from the evangeli¬ 
cal church and more than 
£100,000 from the charity. 

Some of the money was 
made up of £195,000 in falsi¬ 
fied gift aid payments made 
to the Christian centre by 
the Government, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard yesterday. 

The stolen funds was used 
by Methuen, aged 57, to pay 
off credit card debts and to 
help refurbish the Stour¬ 
bridge home he shared with 
his now estranged wife 
Lynda. 

Some went to his failed 
business, Accountancy Serv¬ 
ices Midlands Ltd, which 
went into liquidation in 
2009. 

Prosecutor Mrs Rona 
Campbell said: “He used 
particularly calculating and 
callous manoeuvres to keep 
the cash coming to him.”

Treasurer used stolen £525k 
on home, debt and business

THE “DESPICABLE” frauds 
carried out by professional 
accountant Stephen Methuen 
helped to refurbish his home, pay 
off spiralling credit card debts 
and to help save his failing busi¬ 
ness. 

But the 57-year-old — who swindled 
£525,000 out of both Amblecote Christian 
Centre and the Christian International 
Relief Mission while volunteering his time 
as treasurer - was last week starting a five- 
year jail term for his crimes. 

Over a six-year period, he took in the 
region of £400,000 from the evangelical 
church and more than £100,000 from the 
charity, based in Stourbridge. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last 
week that the professional accountant 
“used his guile” to exploit the most deserv¬ 
ing in order to “line his own pockets”. 

Methuen, of Smalman Close, Wordsley, 
admitted a total of 16 counts of fraud. 

Six charges revealed that he falsified doc¬ 
uments at Amblecote Christian Centre, in 
Brettell Lane, to conceal payments being 
made to his personal and business accounts 
between 2003 and 2009. 

Conceal 

A further six counts related to the falsifi¬ 
cation by him of documents for the Chris¬ 
tian International Relief Mission, also 
between 2003 and 2009, to conceal pay¬ 
ments to him. 

He also admitted a further four charges 
relating to when, as treasurer of the Chris¬ 
tian Centre, he cheated HM Revenue and 
Customs out of £195,000 by filing gift aid 
repayment claims which overstated the 
total charitable donations between 2005 
and 2009, the court was told. 


The stolen funds went on his home, debts 
and also on trying to save his failing busi¬ 
ness, Accountancy Services Midlands Ltd, 
which went into liquidation in 2009. 

Mr John Attwood, for Methuen, said his 
client was “deeply ashamed” of what he had 
done. 

Jailing Methuen, Judge John Maxwell 
described the frauds as “despicable”. 

He told the defendant: “What you have 
done has severe consequences for the chari¬ 
ties and also for the public. It does not end 


there because you tried to cover your 
tracks in a sophisticated way. You falsified 
accounts when people tried to check up on 
you and you put them off the scent.” 

Pastor Adrian Lowe said it was never the 
church’s desire for Methuen to receive the 
longest sentence possible. 

He added: “Now that a prison sentence 
has been passed, we hope the time he spends 
without his freedom will provide a period of 
personal reflection and lead to remorse. 

“Steve was a personal friend to many of 


our congregation. Our hearts go out to those 
who may have been hurt during this very 
sad affair dating back to 2003 when the 
offences began. 

We think especially at this time too of 
Steve’s wife and the extended family, who 
have faced the sudden glare of the public 
spotlight through no fault of their own. 

No-one takes delight in the outcome; 
rather we can only see the end of the case as 
drawing a line under the events of the past 
three and a half years.”

The final stage of work is due to start 
on October 20 and a section of Stallings 
Lane between Hinsford Close and the 
entrance to Francis Catering will be 
shut from that date. It is expected to 


reopen by the end of the month and the 
whole scheme should be completed by 
mid-N ovember. 

It aims to prevent serious flooding in 
Stallings Lane and Hinsford Close 
where there were problems in 2002, 
2005, 2007 and 2009. 

Adam Walker, programme engineer 
at Severn Trent Water, said: “Some of 
our sewer pipes have been serving the 
community for many years now and 
need replacing. 

In addition, changes in weather pat¬ 
terns mean that our older network of 
pipes are not large enough to cope with 
the overwhelming amount of rainfall 


we now experience, which, at times, 
causes sewer flooding. 

“The work on Stalling’s Lane is part 
of a major upgrade to the sewerage 
system within the Kingswinford area, 
near Dudley. It’s part of a £1 million 
investment and we’re in the final 
stages of the work now.” 

“We’ve worked closely with Dudley 
Metropolitan Borough Council, the 
emergency services and bus companies 
so they’re aware of the plans. We’ve 
also communicated with businesses 
and residents to try to minimise dis¬ 
ruption whilst the work is carried out. ”

industry dies at 79 



Michael Davies, an innovator in the glass industry 


A “PASSIONATE” and 
“hardworking” man 
who had a major part 
in the Black Country’s 
glassmaking industry 
has died aged 79. 

Michael Davies, founder 
of the Bridge Crystal Glass 
Company and Kinver 
Crystal, died after an 18- 
month battle with prostate 
cancer. Mr Davies, of Stour- 
ton, was also a member of 
Kinver Parish Council for 
two decades. 

Son, Neil, 59, said: “He 
was a great innovator, a man 
passionate for the glassmak¬ 
ing industry and hardwork¬ 
ing. I’m proud to call him my 
father.” 

Retired 

Mr Davies, who died on 
September 16, left Audnam 
School, Stourbridge, at 14, 
to work at a garage before 
joining the forces. 

He started Bridge Crystal 
Glass Company, Bridge 
Street, Cradley Heath, 
which merged with table¬ 
ware firm Old Hall, which 
once employed 80. It was 
sold to US firm Prestige and 
Mr Davies started Kinver 
Crystal, in Fairfield Drive, in 
1981. 

He sold that firm and ran 
another crystal-making firm 
in Amblecote for four years - 
up to his 74th birthday, 
when he retired. He was on 
Kinver Parish Council for 
more than 20 years. 

Mr Davies is also survived 
by his wife Patricia. His 
funeral was held last week.

£lm sale and another new look as 
jewellers celebrate 165th birthday 


IT is Wolverhampton’s 
oldest jewellers, with gen¬ 
erations of the same family 
serving customers since 
1847. 

And now it is to have a £100,000 
transformation in celebration of its 
165th anniversary. TA Henn bosses 
want to modernise the look of the 
Princess Street site. 

The project began with a £1 
million sale that started on Satur¬ 
day to help raise funds for the 
refurbishment. 

Managing director John Henn 
said the sale - only the second one 
that has been held in the company’s 
history - will run until this Sunday, 
at which point the first phase of the 
revamp project will begin. 

“We are going to start by creating 
a new-look window display with a 
completely new style,” said Mr 
Henn, aged 51, who lives near 
Cosford. “The second part will be

done early next year. While the 
store is fairly modern already, we 
want to move with the times and 
give customers a more modern 
experience when they come into the 
store.” 

The first phase will be complete 
in time for the start of November, 
he added. 

There will be 40 per cent off 
selected jewellery and 20 per cent 
off some Swiss brands of watches. 

“We don’t do sales very often so it 
has to be something worthwhile 
and we thought £lm would be a 
good figure,” added Mr Henn, who 
is the sixth generation of his family 
to run the store. 

“The money brought in from the 
sale will go towards the refurb.” 
The store held its first sale in 2007, 
again to fund a revamp. 

One item not in the sale will be a 
135-year-old engraved silver 
tankard that was recently returned 


to the store by its former owner 
who lives in Spain. Mr Henn has 
said he will never sell the antique 
pint pot, which was originally pre¬ 
sented to John Wesley Henn in 
1872 by his brother Silas, who was 
the great-grandfather of the 
current owner. But the tankard can 
still be viewed at the city centre 
shop. 

“We’re always happy to have old 
bits of memorabilia or anything 
from our past,” he said. “We are 
trying to piece together the shop’s 
past so it all comes in handy. 

“Because the store expanded 
from number 40, to numbers 40 
and 41, and eventually to numbers 
38 to 41, it can be a bit difficult.” 

The jewellers was founded by 
Thomas Austin in the 1800s. 

Mr Henn said they dated the 
business back to 1847 as they have 
uncovered an old apprenticeship 
letter from the year - but said they 
suspect it may be even older than 
its official age. Thomas Austin’s 


father, Silas Henn, was a Tipton- 
based clockmaker. And it was his 
son, Thomas Wesley Henn, who 
eventually took on the business 
after leaving being a radio operator 
during the First World War. 

Buying up two adjoining shops in 
1935, Thomas Wesley rebuilt the 
premises and doubled its size. By 
the 1950s, Alan Wesley Henn had 
joined the business and within a 
decade they owned eight stores. 

However, the recession in the 
1980s put a halt to the family’s 
progress and so the company was 
forced to return to the original 
branch in Princess Street. John 
Henn, the latest in the family line 
to take on the job, has followed his 
grandfather in other ways. 

In the 1930s, Thomas Wesley 
Henn climbed Mont Blanc using 
only basic equipment. Eighty years 
later, in May last year, John Henn 
climbed the same mountain for 
charity. He raised £10,000 for the 
Royal Marsden Cancer Hospital.

Carl Chinn in appeal for 
rethink on museum cuts 


HISTORIAN Carl Chinn has made 
a passionate plea to the Black 
Country Living Museum urging 
bosses to reconsider their con¬ 
troversial cost-cutting plans 
which have put up to 70 job at 
risk. 

He was among more than 150 staff, vol¬ 
unteers and museum supporters who 
packed into the Station Hotel in Dudley to 
air their views on the proposals last week. 
Many are upset about planned changes 
which include halving the number of cos¬ 
tumed guides, from 80 to 40. 

The museum also plans to change the way 
primary schoolchildren are guided around 
the site and introduce costumed learning 
assistants who will instead provide educa¬ 
tional sessions, in order to try and make 
savings of £250,000 a year, after visitor 
numbers dropped by 15 per cent this year. 

Professor Chinn said the costumed guides 
and the stories they told were an essential 
part of the museum. 

Passionate 

“I am so passionate about history because 
of the stories I’ve grown up with. What do 
guides do? They tell stories. I look around 
the room and I can see many guides, demon¬ 
strators and volunteers - you bring alive the 
Black Country Living Museum,” he said. 

“We have to give our kids hope. It’s not 
just about the past. It’s about telling them 
who they are and where they’ve come from. 
As a supporter, I say to the museum - stop, 
think, have a chat and listen. Let’s see if we 
can find a middle way,” he added. 

Meeting chairman, John Homer, who has 
been a costumed guide for four and a half 
years, said the museum was “the jewel in 
the crown of the Black Country.” He added: 
“Everybody is very passionate about the 
museum and are worried some of the ethos 
of the museum and what makes it so special 
will be lost.” 

He urged people to write to the trustees, 
local councillors and MPs to express their 
views on the plans.

Sledgehammer used 
to attack neighbour

month jail term. 

James Stanley, who was described by a judge as a “loose 
cannon”, swung the weapon at 69-year-old David Fletcher 
after the pensioner had confronted him about smashing his 
house window and car with the sledgehammer just seconds 
earlier.

Miss Jones explained that the victim was “fortunate” to 
suffer minor injuries. 

About £800 damage was caused to the car and house. 

Miss Sharon Jitbahia, defending, said her client had no 
memory of the incident and showed remorse over the 
attack. 

Stanley admitted assault occasioning actual bodily harm, 
criminal damage as well as possession of an offensive 
weapon.

Lucky escape for 
family as car ends 
up inside kitchen 


THESE images show the dramatic moment a 
car skidded along a grass bank before crash¬ 
ing into a house, smashing brickwork and 
leaving the vehicle a crumpled mess. 

Skid marks at the scene show how the car travelled more 
than 100ft along the grass before hitting the house, which 
had a young family inside. 

The Toyota MR2 sports car lost control after coming over 
the bridge in Pensnett Road, Brierley Hill, before hitting a 
curb and skidding down the grass slope. 

It then went through a small wall and fence and into the

Grandmother Lesley 
Poyner, aged 48, and her two 
children Stacey Havins and 
Rebecca Poyner had been 
inside with the family’s two 
babies and two older chil¬ 
dren. 

After hearing a loud bang 
she walked into the kitchen 
to find the front bonnet of 
sports car nestled in the 
corner of the room. 

Shock 

Mrs Poyner’s husband 
Roger immediately returned 
home from work. 

The 45-year-old stood 
watching as contractors 
from the council boarded up 
holes in the house. 

He is now waiting to be 
given advice from the insur¬ 
ance company before repairs 
can start. 

He said: “My family is 
still in shock. 

“And it could have been so 
worse, just thank God no- 
one was in the kitchen when 
the car came through.” 

The female driver was cut 
out of the wreckage by fire¬ 
fighters and taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital but her 
injuries are not believed to 
be serious. 


Community 
forums will 
be used for 
discussions 

AREA committee meetings 
in Dudley will be scrapped 
and replaced with “commu¬ 
nity forums” under new 
plans revealed by council 


The proposals will see 
nine new forums set up with 
the aim of making it easier 
for people to report and 
discuss issues with the 
council. 

Area committee meetings 
are currently held in Brier- 
ley Hill, Halesowen, Stour¬ 
bridge and Central and 
North Dudley. But council 
bosses say they are too 
formal and do not give 
people the chance to discuss 
concerns. 

Councillor David Sparks, 
leader of Dudley Council, 
said: “The area committees 
had become too bureaucratic 
and formal which puts 
people off from coming along 
and defeats the purpose. 

“This is about giving 
public meetings back to the 
public, by making them 
simpler and more accessible, 
where the public attending 
them will set the agenda by 
the issues they raise. 

“The new forums will 
focus more on local issues 
and those things that matter 
to the people living there. 

Specific 

“As a result, every forum 
will be different as it needs 
to reflect the specific com¬ 
munities we are working 
with and the different issues 
that affect those communi¬ 
ties.” 

A public consultation will 
run until November 9, and 
the proposals will then go 
before councillors.

Move for probation staff 


PLANS for a new two-storey headquarters 
for around 80 probation staff in Dudley have 
been approved. 

The workers, currently based in Dudley, 
Stourbridge, Netherton and Halesowen, 
will move into the purpose-built base at 
Castlegate Business Park. 

The offices run by Staffordshire and West 
Midlands Probation Trust in Stourbridge, 
Netherton and Halesowen will shut. 

Offender management staff based at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court will also relocate 
to the new building. A planning application 
was submitted to Dudley Council by devel¬ 


oper Stoford, which has been contracted by 
the Ministry of Justice. 

Planning permission has now been 
granted by the council and construction is 
expected to be completed by next September 
but the Ministry of Justice will not reveal 
the cost of the project. 

Under the plans, interview rooms and 
group meeting rooms will be created on the 
ground floor. On the first floor there will be 
open-plan office space and an archives 
section. A car park with 34 spaces, two elec¬ 
trical vehicle charging points and cycle 
storage are included in the plan.

Michael Wood The Great British Story: 

A People’s History 

HISTORIAN Michael Wood’s recent BBC2 TV 
series looking at the story of the British is now avail¬ 
able on DVD (Acorn Media, 480 minutes on three 
discs, for around £25.99). 

The Black Country features prominently in the 
series. Wood calls at a pub comedy night to find out 
that the hostin’ local accent is close to pure Anglo- 
Saxon and there are scenes from the Black Country 
Living Museum over the importance of the women 
chainmakers’ strike in working class history. 

It is laudable how Wood concentrates on the lives 
of ordinary people rather than monarchs and politi¬ 
cians, and the series is beautifully shot. He does 
have a tendency towards sentimentality and seldom 
challenges the assumption that Brits are always 
jolly decent. 

He also has an annoying habit of illustrating 
phrases with obvious images, for example, saying 
Britain enjoyed the ‘umbrella’ of Roman protection 
means images of folks sheltering under umbrellas. 

That aside, there is lots to learn from this series. 
Some may be surprised to learn that the Welsh and 
their Celtic cousins are the true Britons and that 
North African and Arab Romans lived in England 
before there were any people called the English.

Mother claiming disability 
benefit regularly used gym 


A MOTHER-OF-THREE who received 
£4,000 in benefits after claiming she had 
severe mobility problems was seen regularly 
using a gym, a court heard. 

Aaisha Arif was a member at the Crystal 
Leisure Centre in Stourbridge and had not 
mentioned any disability problems to staff, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

The 42-year-old had also been captured 
on video surveillance equipment walking 
normally in Brierley Hill High Street and by 
her home. 

Circumstances 

Arif, of Kingsway, Wollaston, Stourbridge, 
pleaded guilty to two charges of failing to 
notify change of circumstances affecting 
entitlement to social security benefit. 

One related to claims for Disability Living 
Allowance between January 26, 2011, and 
September 13 this year. The second charge 
regarding claims for Disability Living 


Allowance between January 20 last year and 
April 4 2012. In total, £4,153 was claimed 
between January 26,2011, andApril42012. 

Chairman of the bench Mr Leonard 
Redden fined Arif £290 with a £15 victim 
surcharge and £85 costs. She has already 
agreed to pay back the benefits to the 
Department for Work and Pensions. 

Miss Lynda Gudgeon, prosecuting, said 
Arif received Disability Living Allowance in 
June 2007 after claiming she was “severely 
restricted” in her movement. But when ben¬ 
efits officers checked last year they found 
she was a member at the Bell Street centre. 

Miss Gudgeon added when leisure staff, 
including the gym manager, were ques¬ 
tioned, they said they were unaware Arif 
had “any issues regarding her disability”. 

Mr Sundip Murria, defending, said: “This 
is a case where the initial application was a 
correct application as she did have mobility 
problems.”

A WOMAN was sexually assaulted and 
robbed near a railway station in the Black 
Country. Police have looked through CCTV 
footage from the time of the attack and have 
released images of two men to whom they 
would like to speak. 

Officers say the men might have witnessed something to 
help the inquiry. The assault happened near Lye railway 
station. The woman, who has learning difficulties, was also 
robbed of her phone and music player. She was sitting on a 
wall at a factory unit at the time. 

The 21-year-old was asked for a cigarette by a man and 
had a conversation with him before he assaulted her. 

He then ran off in the direction of the station. 

Dc Kim Humphreys, from the public protection unit in 
Halesowen, said: “These men were captured on CCTV at a 
nearby petrol station just prior to the assault.

“We would like to speak to them to see if they saw some¬ 
thing which will lead us to the attacker. 

“We would also like to hear from anyone who recognises 
them or from anyone who was in the area at the time and 
may have seen anything,” Dc Humphreys added. 

“The young woman was very distressed by her ordeal and 
would like to see her attacker brought to justice to prevent 
this happening to someone else.” 

The attacker is described as 6ft and of mixed race and 
with a scarring on his left arm, which formed the shape of 
dots. He was wearing a red top with a pattern, with blue 
jeans, a black belt and light trainers. The attack happened 
on August 11 at around 12.30pm. Anyone with information

Jesus Christ Superstar, 
NIA, Birmingham 

MORE than 40 years since it 
was created by Andrew 
Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice, 
the showbiz lord can be sat¬ 
isfied that his rock opera 
Jesus Christ Superstar 
finally got the spectacular 
arena treatment in the UK 
he first envisaged when aged 
in his 20s. 

In his programme notes, 
Lloyd Webber said he was 
always as much into Led 
Zeppelin as Rodgers and 
Hammerstein and it showed 
in this loud, brash and pas¬ 
sionate production. 

The story of Christ’s 
betrayal, trial and crucifix¬ 
ion was updated to the 21st 
century, with Jesus and his 
disciples amid anti-capital¬ 
ist protesters and rioters. 

Former Radio 1 DJ Chris 
Moyles had a five minute 
cameo in a red crushed- 
velvet suit but nearly stole 
the show as King Herod, the 
TV quiz host of ‘Lord or 
Fraud’. His ragtime number 
included one of Rice’s best 
lines - “prove to me that 
you’re no fool, walk across 
my swimming pool. ”

Melanie C played a 
tatooed Mary Magdalene 
and made I Don’t Know How 
To Love Him her own. Alex

In the first act TV talent 
show winner Ben Forster, as 
Jesus, was overshadowed by 
Tim Minchin’s mercurial, 
thrilling portrayal of Judas. 

The Australian singer- 
songwriter is known as a 
comedian and co-creator of 


West End hit Matilda but he 
brought rock star glamour 
and utter conviction to the 
role of Judas. The dread- 
locked apostle rails against 
God for using him and his 
friend Jesus as pawns in his 
plan before a chilling realis¬ 
tic suicide by hanging. 

It made Forster raise his 
game. Something clicked in 
the garden of Gethsemane 
and his voice and charisma 
burst through like a dam 
breaking.

I had previously thought 
of Jesus Christ Superstar as 
a dated oddity from the 
hippy era. So this impressive 
production was nothing 
short of a revelation.

I t’s February 2011, and Twitter starts 
buzzing with requests from stars to 
watch Friday Night Dinner, the new 
sitcom from Robert Popper. 

As a producer of Peep Show 
and script editor on The Inbetweeners, 
he certainly earned his comedy 
stripes, but at the time it was 
anyone’s guess whether FND would 
be a hit. 

It helped that Popper secured the 
services of two of the hottest talents in 
British comedy - Tamsin Greig (Black 
Books, Episodes) and Simon Bird 
(The Inbetweeners). 

The fact it was backed by one of 
Blighty’s most successful producers, 
Nira Park (Shaun of the Dead, Hot 
Fuzz), was an added bonus. (Popper 
has tiny roles in both movies in case 
you were wondering). 

The concept of FND was simplicity 
itself: each episode took place over 
the course of a Friday night, as 
twenty-something brothers Adam 
(Bird) and Jonny (Tom Rosenthal) 
went round to their parents; Jackie 
and Martin Goodman, for dinner. 


eccentric artist Brian in Spaced and 
creepy medic Alan in Green Wing, 
would often steal the show. 

Though only a secondary character, 
his turn as the Goodmans’ neighbour 
Jim Bell - loosely inspired by one of 
Popper’s neighbours, who acted like 
Salvador Dali - soon became must- 
see viewing, especially as Jim’s 
interest with Jackie borders on 
obsessive. 

That he was terrified of his own 
Belgian Shepherd, Wilson, also led to 
many hilarious interludes. While some 
sitcoms such as The Big Bang Theory 
benefit from a high gag-per-minute 
count, others such as this show have 
more of a slow drip effect. 

All of which brings us to this second 
run (Sunday, Channel 4,10pm), and 
adhering to the well-worn formula ‘If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it; Mr Popper’s 
sitcom is still milking the same formula 
of domestic awkwardness and nosey 
neighbours. 

This week, Grandma (Frances 
Cuka) introduces the family to her new 
boyfriend, but the seasoned 
curmudgeon soon upsets everyone 
with his rude behaviour. _ 


Dad (Paul Ritter) cannot stand him 
and hides in his shed, but nobody is 
prepared for what happens when the 
guest suddenly loses his temper. 

A good rule of thumb for any 
wordsmith is ‘write what you know; 
which may be one of the reasons 
Popper’s semi-autobiographical sitcom 
touches a chord with millions, 
including his family. 

“It’s very loosely based on them,” he 
explained in one interview. ‘Although 
there are a few scenes which are 
completely, 100 per cent lifted from 
stuff that happened in my house.” 

Friday Night Dinner’s success has 
not gone unnoticed across the Pond, 
and NBC has recently been planning 
a version for the all important 
American market. 

The West Wing’s Allison Janney and 
Monk’s Tony Shalhoub have been 
cast as mum and dad for a pilot 
episode, with The Office’s Greg 
Daniels penning the Stateside 
edition. 

Whether that goes to a full series is 
anyone’s guess, but if it does there’s a 
good bet Mr Popper will be laughing 
all the way to the bank. _
